That’s why a noted political ob- 
server could recently declare that 
the American people are spending 
more for governinent than they are 
for food, clothing and rent com- 
bined. 

That’s why statisticians can make 
the startling announcement that 
the annual total of federal, state 
and local government expenditures 
in America averages $517 per 
family. 

Throughout the nation, it is now 
apparent, the taxpayers themselves 
are coming to a grim realization of 
what these things mean to them. 
And, what is more significant, they 
are making their protests heard.

“Like a tree” 


T RAVELERS who visit the 
iL Sequoia groves on the Pa- 

cific Coast are impressed by 
the immense size and longevity of 
the trees. Some of the magnifi- 
cent specimens, towering hun- 
dreds of feet above the observer, 
are estimated to be from three to 
five thousand years old. With 
their gnarled branches and rough- 
ened bark they give evidence of 
having had many struggles against 
the elements, while yet maintain- 
ing persistent growth. The heart 
of some of the trees has been cut 
or burned out, and yet, surmount- 
ing the resistance of destructive- 
ness, they continue to grow, send- 
ing out new shoots from the 
burned or cut stumps or exposed 
roots, and in some instances grad- 
ually repairing, partly at least, 
some of the injuries. 

According to their estimated an- 
tiquity, some of them were sap- 
lings when Abram began his jour- 
neying forth from Ur of the Chal- 
dees and when he listened to the 
divine command (Genesis 17:1), 
«“‘Walk before me, and be thou per- 
fect.’”’ Contemplating their endur- 
ance, one is impressed by the fact 
that during the same centuries in 
which the trees have been attain- 
ing their great 
revealed to Abraham, and later to 
others, has continued to unfold in 
human consciousness despite the 
obstructive resistance of material- 
ism; for the truth is the enduring 
actuality ‘‘whose seed was in it- 
self?’ (Genesis 1:12), and whose 
unfoldment can never cease.

the ages of unfolding monotheism. 
This growth has been forwarded 
by multitudes of Truth seekers and 
lovers who have clung to what 
they have known of the spiritual 
facts. Though mortal mind may 
have tried to break their hearts 


and consume their hopes, they 
have pressed onward and have let 
the truth heal their wounds, 


thereby helping to preserve for all 
mankind the good which has been 
revealed, and to prepare the way 
for still further growth in spirit- 
ual understanding.

TODAY’S FASHIONS IN FRUITS 


| pees are good for you to eat 
all year round, but, curiously 
enough, fashions as well as Dame 
Nature, play a part in dictating 
when particular fruits shall be 
eaten. George Washington would 
be surprised, for instance, if he 
could know that the tale of his 
youthful veracity about the cherry 
tree still causes the consumption 
of an immense quantity of cher- 
ries during February, his natal 
month. 

But this is true. It has been the 
fashion for years to serve cherries 
during this month, so much so 
that the cherry growers have 
adopted the plan of holding a 
national cherry week which runs 
this year from February 15 to 
February 22. Fortunately there is 
a@ good supply of cherries on hand. 
The/pack of red pitted cherries 
alone is some 700,000 cans larger 
than last year. 

Cherry Cocktails 

It is fortunate, too, that there 
are plenty of recipes nowadays for 
cherries. You can even start a 
meal with a cherry cocktail. Here 
are a couple: 

Cherry Cocktail: Pit one cup of 


canned Royal) 


Ann cherries and 
one cup of can- 
ned black cher- 
ries, and divide 
among six cock- 
tail glasses. Com- 
bine one cup 
Pineapple juice 
with the syrup 
from the Royal 


| Ann cherries, add one and a half 


tablespoons sugar and pour over 
cherries. Chill. Serves six, — 

Spiced Cherry and Banana Cock- 
tail: Drain contents of a No, 2 
can red pitted cherries, and set in 
refrigerator to chill. Add three- 
fourths cup water, one 38-inch stick 
cinnamon and one-half teaspoon 
cloves to the cherry syrup, boil 
gently for five minutes, strain and 
chill. Dice two bananas, and ar- 
range with the cherries in cock- 
tail glasses. Pour ‘over the spiced 
syrup. Sprinkle one-third cup fine- 
ly sliced celery over the top. 
Serves eight. ¢ 


A Cherry Cake 


Rolled Cherry Upside Down 
Cake: Melt one-fourth cup butter 
in an oblong flat cake pan, add 
three-fourths cup sugar and then 
cover with the well drained con- 
tents of a No. 2 can red pitted 
cherries. Set in oven to become 
hot while preparing the cake mix- 
ture. Beat four egg whites stiff 
and fold in carefully one-fourth 
cup sugar and three-fourths cup 
pastry flour, sifted together. Add 
one-half teaspoon vanilla, and fold 
in four egg yolks beaten until 
thick and lemon colored. Spread 
cake batter over the hot cherries 
and bake over a slow—350 degree 
—oven for from twenty-five to 
thirty minutes, or until done. Let 
cool one minute, then turn out 
upside down on a paper dusted 
with confectioner’s sugar. Roll up 
at once like a jelly roll. Cool to 
just warm, cut in slices and serve 
with a nice creamy custard poured 
over. This dessert does not im- 
prove with long standing. Serves 
eight. 


A Fashion from France 


French Cherry Cake: Scald two 
cups of milk, add five tablespoons 
flour, two-thirds cup sugar and 
one-eighth teaspoon salt, mixed 
together and 
cook in a double 
boiler until thick, 
stirring con- 
stantly. Pour over 
four slightly 
beaten egg yolks, cook one minute 
longer, cool, and add one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla. Drain contents of 
a No, 2 can red pitted cherries, 
and add enough water to the syrup 
to make one cup. Add one-fourth 
cup sugar and four teaspoons corn- 
starch, mixed together, and cook 
slowly over a low fire until thick 
and clear. Cool. Split one round of 
layer cake (any standard recipe) 
into two layers, spread the custard 
thickly between, and dot with 
about one-fourth of the cherries. 
Spread the thickened cherry syrup 
over the top, cover with the rest 
of the cherries, and garnish with 
whipped cream. Cut in eight 
wedges. Serves eight.*
